Dear Mr. Demetroff: 

We are pleased to submit our proposal for the furnishing of Rockwell 
Manual Parking Meters in accordance with the attached Rockwell speci- 
fications . 

Please note the City may choose from the Single Model "S" Manual, 

Two Single Model "S" Manuals on a Twin Mounting Adapter, or our 
Twin Case Model H S I! Manual Meters, as the price we are bidding is 
a per car space price. 

Attached please find our Bid Bond as requested. 

We find it necessary to take exception to several of the City’s 
specifications as they are proprietary to one manufacture of 
meter. ■ 

1. The Rockwell Twin Manual Meter does not have the ability to 
reposition the heads, as this is a patented feature. 

2. The coin slot on the Rockwell Manual Meter is made of Lexan. 

This is a high strength polycarbonate material which is 
resistant to wear and abuse. The Rockwell coin slot is 
located on the side of the meter and the coins enter the 
mechanism parallel to the mechanism dial. The Rockwell

coin slot meets the functional requirements of the City's 
specifications in that it is positioned in such a way to 
facilitate high visibility and wear resistance. Metal 
slots are much more subject to freezing. 

Also, the Rockwell Manual Meter coin slot accepts the nickel 
in the quarter slot. Thus, we need only two coin slots for 
nickel /dime /quarter operation. By having only two slots 
we reduce the chances of the public putting the coin in the 
wrong slot. This feature is definitely advantageous to the 
City. 

3. The Rockwell Manual Meter Mechanism may be removed from the 
meter by releasing by hand two hinge pins. The front 
casting of the meter is an integral part of the coin handling 
mechanism. When the entire mechanism including the front 
casting is removed from the meter it is coin checkable. 

4. The Rockwell Legal Time Meter does not have an indicator which 
shows for a short period of time and then disappears. Rather, 
our Legal Time Meter has no indicator but does have a special 
legal parking flag. When the user inserts his coin for an 
allotted amount of time only a flag shows which states he is 
legally parked, thus accomplishing the same function as the 
disappearing indicator. 

5. The Rockwell Manual Meter does not have a washer detection 
device. Rather, our meter has a built-in safety zone which 
allows most spurious material to pass through the mechanism 
without causing any jams or expensive down time. 

6. The Rockwell Parking Meters do not have jeweled movements. 
Rockwell has found that the use of Delrin, a self -lubricating 
polycarbonate, is far superior to jewels. 

7. Rockwell Twin Mounting Adapters are made of die -cast aluminum.

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SPECIFICATIONS. FOR PARKING METERS 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS ; 

These specifications are designed to outline minimum standards of 
excellence for the purchase of single and/or double parking meters 
to control a total of approximately 3 ^4 car spaces. Adherence to 
these specifications and time limits is of maximum importance and 
shall warrant first priority and consideration. 

SINGLE/DOUBLE HOUSING DESIGN S- 

A single meter shall consist of one mechanism and one collection 
box enclosed in a metal housing containing two separate compartments - 
one to house the mechanism and the other to house the coin collection 
box. A double meter shall consist of two separate meter mechanisms 
contained in a single meter with one common coin collection box ana 
compartment serving two parking meter spaces. Meter is to be 
mounted on a single post. The double meter units shall be so 
constructed as t© permit,, at any time* the independent facing or 
repositioning of the meter mechanism head or heads to at least two 
positions beyond the original position by simple means from -within 
the mechanism housing compartment. 

INSTALLATI ON 8 

Each meter shall be so designed as to mount on a standard two ( 2 ") 
inch galvanized steel pipe by simple and secure means from within the 
coin compartment ©f the meter. 

MANUAL-MULTI SLOT REQUIREMENT °. 

All meters shall be of the manual type* placed into operation by 
the motorist or the user after the deposit of a proper coin into 
the meter and fully turning the operating handle. Meter- coin slots 
shall be of metal with a separate slot for nickelgj dimes or quarters. 
Coin slots shall be on the front of the meter next to the operating 
handle and so positioned that the coins enter the slots at a 90° 
angle to the mechanism dial. 

COIN SLOT CLOSING DEVICE s 

Meters shall be equipped with a device to automatically close the 
coin entrance slots during the turning of the operating handle or 
a jam thereby preventing the insertion of any additional coins into 
the mechanism or coin slots. 


SPECIFICATIONS (CONTINUED) 
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MODULAR CONSTRUCTION ; 

The entire mechanism, including the timer, shall be constructed as 
a completely assembled unit, totally separate of the meter housing 
in coos tructi osi. The entire mechanism shall be constructed as a 
completely assembled lift-out unit not requiring any screws, pins, 
lock studs, or etc., t© position the mechanism into the mechanism 
housing. The complete mechanism shall be coin checkable outside 
the meter housing. 

MOMENTARY TIME INDICATION ; 

Meters . shall , after the deposit of each coin and fully turning of the 
operating handle. Indicate time with an indicator or pointer for a 
brief period of time, not to' exceed ten (10) minutes. The time 
indicator shall remain out of sight after disappearing from view until 
the purchased time expires and is so indicated by the "Time Expired" 
Flag. ihe indicator shall not indicate ti e during the registeration 

cycle of a coin. Any time the operating handle is turned from its 

home position the "Violation Flag" shall be displayed. The meter 
mechanism shall contain a device built into its coin carrier assembly 
which will detect most common varieties of washers or similar type 

■slugs with holes, allowing them to pass through the mechanism without 

registering time. The meter mechanism shall be capable of being 
manually adjusted to maintain proper tolerance between the coin and 
the timer winding mechanism to compensate for eventual wear. Actuation 
of the mechanism shall not depend on weight of the coin. 

Meters shall be of the two separate flag types "Time Expired" 
and "Violation" flags. 

Mechanism clocks or timers shall be completely self-star ting and 
function correctly at any temperature between -30 and +130 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Clock balance wheel assemblies shall be jewel mounted? 
gears and bearings shall be constructed of metal. 

Meter mechanism housing sections shall be made of heavy duty corrosion 
resistant Zamac Alloy or comparable material free of rough surfaces 
and sharp corners or edges. Meter exterior to be primed and finished 
with a high grade industrial enamel. 

Meters shall have impact resistant dial windows with non-exposed vent 
hole. The window shall allow good viewing of the time indicator, dial, 
and flags from either the front or the back of the meter. 

Operating instructions and date shall be plainly visible to the meter 
user. 

Meter coin compartment door locks shall be of the pick-resistant 
multi pi© tumbler type. 


SPECIFICATIONS (CONTINUED) 
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Vendor shall clearly state his warranty. 

All proposals shall be for NEW meters only. Bids on used ( re-built, 
or demonstration meters will not be accepted. 

Bidder 1 must also quote on yoke brackets, if specified. 

Yoke brackets, for mounting two single or two double meters, are 
to be made of malleable or ductile iron.
